quiet or Restless Mam’—An Officer 
Who Has Seen Much Aetive Ser- 
vice. 


A correspondent with the Russian 
army writes: “Having been the bearer 
of a letter of introduction to General 
NeporFoitschitzky, the chief of the 
Archduke Nicholas’ staff, I received an 
intimation that the g>2neral would re- 
ceive me at 2:30 this afternoon, and 
punctually at the time the chief of the 
artillery on the general staff-quitted his 
room, and I was summoned to enter. 
The general is a short, square-set, bu 
active-looking man, hale-and hearty, in 
spite of his 70 years; he looks as fit to 
make a campaign as if he were 20 years 
younger. He is-of Polish extraction, 
and his name signifies ‘the unquiet or 
restless man, and is singularly inap- 
propriate, for General Nepvkoitschitzky 
is a man of the most p'acid manner, 
and the equanimity of his temper is 
proverbial among the officers who have 
served under him. A classical cap~ 
tain told me yesterday that he very fe- 
licitously combined the suaviterin modo 
with th. fortiterin re. The sous-chef of 
the general staff, General Levitsky, is a 
man of much more bustling and excit- 
able temperament, and the two officers 
are happily chosen, as the idiosyncrasy 
of the one seems to be the complement 
of that of the other. (General Nepok- 
oitschitzky’s hair, whiskers and mus- 
tache are snow white; but there ia a 
flush of hale color on his cheek; his 


eye is not dim, neither is his natural 


force abated. He worea simple un- 
dress uniform, with the aguilettes 
which distinguish the staff officer, and 
his only decoration was thecross of St. 
George. 

The general has seen more service 
than most of the Russian leaders, and 
his experience of staff duty in particu- 
lar has been long andcontinuous. He 
joined the army as an infantry officer, 
and first saw active service in the Cau- 
casus, where his merit was so conspic- 
u us that he speedily received a staff 
appointment. He held an important 
and responsible office on the general 
staff in the army which Russia sent to 
co-operate with Austria in quelling the 
Austrian insu: rection in 1849. In the 
Crimean war, or rather in the war 
which we know convent:onually by that 
name, he was chief of staff to one of 
the corps composing the army with 
which Gortschakoff occupied the prin- 
cipalities, and took part under Paskies 
witz,in the memorable battle of Silistria. 
Since 1855 the general bas seen no 
active service, but has been continually 
in military employment of one sort or 
another. Although chief of the staff of 
the army of the south, for which posi- 
tion he was chosen because of his ac- 
quaintance with the region of the 
Danubian valley derived from his ex- 
perience in tne campaiga of 1854, he is 
not.the head of the great general staff 
of Russia. That high office is filled by 
Count Heidan. Before his appoint- 
ment to the office he now holds, Gen- 
eral Nepokoitschitzky was at the head 
of the commission for the reorganiza- 
tion of the army on the new system 
which has replaced the old Ras- 
sian system, and the opera- 
tion of which, although 
institution is so recent that its full val- 
ue is as yet not reatized, has done so 
much to improve in ail respects the 
Russian army. Although then, in 
years and service the general is un- 
questionably an old soldier, his posi- 
tion as president of this commission 
sufficiently indicates that he is a disci- 
ple of the modern school of military 
organization, and of strategy and tec- 
tics. General Levitsky, the sous-chief

A late Washington dispatctrsays that 
& patent has just been granted to Lo- 
ring Pickering, one of the editors and 
proprietors of the Evening Bulletin 
and Morning Call.(newspapers of San 
Francisco), for ameth@d of rapid tele- 
graphing of fac similes of stereotyped 
plates. It is claimed that by this 
process an entire page of a newspaper 
can be transmitted by telegraph in 
from fifteen to thirty minutes, deliver- 
ing the copy directly from the instru- 
ment in such a form that it ean be 
handed immediately to the printers. In 
other words, the copy will be a sub- 
stantial reproduction of the original, 
except that it may be given in a larger 
sized letter if desired. The stereoty ped 
plate requires no preparation for the 
purpose of telegraphic transmission 
other than the filling of all its depres- 
sions or spaces between the faces of the 
letters with a non-conducting sub- 
stance, which may be quickly applied, 
the faces of the type being left clean by 
means of an equally simple process. 
The plate thus prepared is placed upon 
a cylinder arranged to revolve rapidly 
sO. aS present each  succes- 
sive letter to fingers attached 
to a traveling frame. As the cylinder 
bearing the plate revolves the frame 
gradually advances by the operation of 
& screw, and thus each and every line 
is successively presented to the fingers 
of the magnetic points already men- 
tioned. Necessarily the circuit is open 
when the points are passing over the 
non-conducting surface, but as often as 
the metal tyre presents itself to said 
fingers the circuit is closed and the cor- 
responding magnetic points or pens at 
the reiceving station make the record 
there in the same letter as the origina]

Fhe Law of secret Liens. 


Recent United States Supreme Court Decision. 


No. 157. Robert G Hervey and Paris 
and Decatur railroad company, plain- 
tiffs in error, vs. the Rhode Island 
locomotive works, in error to the cir 
cuit court of the United States for the 
southern district of Ulinois. It was 
decided by this court, in Green ys. Van 
Buskirk (5 W. llace, 307, 7 Wallsce,139), 
that the liability of property to be sold 
under legal process issuing from the 
courts of the state where it is situated 
must be determined by the law there 
rather than that of the jurisdiction 
where the owner lives. These decis- 
ions rest on the ground that every state 
has the right to regulate the transfer of 
property wit'in its limite, and that 
whoever sends property to it impliedly 
submits tothe regulation concerning 
its transfer in force there, although 
a different rule of transfer prevails 
in the jurisdiction where he reside-, 
He has no absolute right to have the 
transfer of. property, lawful in that 
jurisdiction, respected in the courts of 
the state where it is located, and it is 
only on a principle of comity that ‘tis 
ever allowed. But this principle yields 
when the laws and policy ot the latter 
conflict with the former. The policy of 
the law in Lilinois will not permit the 
owner of personal property to sell it, 
either absolutely or conditionally, and 
still continue in possession of it. As 
possession is ore of the strongest evi- 
dences of title to this class of property, 
it is not allowable to separate the pos- 
session from the title, excapt in the 
manner pointed out by,statute. To 
suffer real ownership to be in one per- 
son the ostensible ownership in anoth- 
er, without notice tothe world, the 
courts of Illinois say, gives a false 
credit to the latter, and in this 
way works an injury to third persons. 
Accordingly the real owner of personal 
property creating an interest in anoth- 
er, to whom it is delivered, if desirous 
of preserving a lien on it, must comply 
with the requirements of the chattel 
mortgage acts. (K. 8S. Llinois, 1874, 
chap. 96, pp. 711-12.) This act requires 
that the instrument of conveyance, 
if it have the effect to preserye a mort- 
gage or lien on the property, must be 
recorded, whether the party to it be a 
resident or non resident of the state. 
If this be not done there is no validity 
to the instrument so far as third per- 
sons are concerned. Secret liens which 
treat the vender of personal property, 
who has sold it and delivered posses- 
sion of it to the purchaser, as the 
owner until the payment ofethe pur- 
chase mobey, can not be maintained in 
Iilimois. They are held to be construc- 
)tively fraudulent as to creditors, and 
the property, so far as their rights are 
concerned, is considered as belonging 
to the purchaser holding the posses- 
sion. (McOcrmick vse. Hadden, 37 [i!- 
linois, 370; Ketchum vs. Watson, 24 
Illinois, 591.) Nor is the transaction 
changed by the agreement assuming 
the form of a lease. Courts will ai- 
ways look to the purpose to be at- 
tained bv the contract rather than the 
name viven to it by the parties, in or- 
der to determine its real character. If 
that purpose be to give the vender a 
lien on the property until payment in 
full of the purchase money, it is liable 
to bé defeated by creditors of 
the purchaser who is in _  posses- 
sion of it. This was held in Murch vs. 
Wright (46 Illinois, 489). In that case 
the purchaser took from the sell- 
era piano atthe price of $700. He 
paid $50 down, which he called rent 
for the first month, and was to pay $50 
each month as rent until the whole 
amount was paid, when he was to own 
the piano. The court says “it was a 
mere subterfuge to call the transaction 
a lease,” and held that it’ was a condi- 
tional sale, with the right of recession 
on the part of the vender in case the 
parchaser should failin payment of his 
installments; a contract legaland valid 
as between the parties, but made with 
the risk, onthe part ot the vender, of 
anne his lieu in case the property 
should be levied upon by the credi- 
tors of the purchaser while in posses- 
sion of the latter. The case at the bar 
is like this in all essential particu- 
lars. The engine Smyser 
is the only subject of contro- 
versy in this suit, and that was sold on 
condition that each and all of the in- 
stalments should be regularly paid, 
with a right of recision on the part of 
the vender in the case of defauli in any 
of the specified payments. The loco- 
motive company took the risk of losing 
their lien in case their property should 
be leviea on by tl e creditors of Conant 
& Co. while in possession of the latter, 
and they cannot complain, as the laws 
of the state pointed out the way to 
preserve and perfect it. Reversed as to 
the engine Jmyser and alfirmed as to 
the other. Mr. Justice Davis delivered 
the cpinion. .
